The Members having been duly sworn in by His Honour the 
Honourable the Lieutenant Governor and having subscribed to 


the Roll containing the Oath, took their seats. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne: 
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The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to inform you that he does not see fit to declare 
the causes of the summoning of the present Legislature of this 
Province until a Speaker of this Assembly shall have been chosen 
according to law; but today at the hour of 3:15 o’clock His Honour 
will declare the causes of the calling of this Legislature.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


The Premier, the Honourable Ernest C. Manning, address- . 
ing the Clerk, nominated Peter Dawson, Member for the 
Electoral Division of Little Bow, to take the chair of ‘this 
Assembly, as Speaker, seconded by Mr. Page. 


The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had 
another name to propose as Speaker, and no other name being 
proposed the Clerk of the Assembly then declared “that Peter 
Dawson is duly appointed Speaker of this Legislative Assembly 
according to law.” 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the Assembly, robed, 
accompanied by his Mover and Seconder, and standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the Assembly for the honour 
conferred upon him in the following speech: 


“Honourable Members: 


“T thank you for the high honour you have again conferred 
upon me by electing me as your Speaker for the third time. 


“In accepting this office, I realize something of the great 
responsibility that has been placed upon me in maintaining the 
rules, orders, regulations and best traditions of the Legislative 
Assembly. 


“T therefore rely confidently upon the loyal co-operation of 
the Honourable Members in upholding the valued usages of this 
Assembly.” 


The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed 
on the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


His Honour returned to the Assembly and took his seat on 
the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


“May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
again elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to 
fulfil the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the 
performance of those duties I should at any time fall in error, 
I pray the fault may be imputed to me and not to the Assembly, 
whose servant I am, and who, through me, the better to enable 
them to discharge their duty to their King and Country, hereby 
claim all their undoubted rights and privileges, especially that 
they may have freedom of speech in their debates and access 
to your person at all suitable times; and that their proceedings 
may receive from you the most favourable construction.” 
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The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“IT am commanded by His Honour the Honourable the 
Lieutenant Governor to declare to you that he freely confides in 
the duty and attachment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person 
and Government, and not doubting that their proceedings will 
be conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence, he grants and 
upon all occasions will recognize and allow their constitutional 
privileges. 

“I am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly 
shall have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions 
and all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will 
constantly receive from him the most favourable construction.” 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


It is with pleasure that I welcome you to the First Session 
of the Tenth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


We meet on this occasion under more hopeful world conditions. 
The Military situation has materially improved. Recent develop- 
ments on all Fronts have been more favourable to the Allied 
Nations, and have given rise to the hope that we are approaching 
the concluding phase. The Allied Forces are on the offensive— 
a position that has not been reached without much sacrifice and 
suffering. Many homes have been saddened by the loss of loved 
ones. To all so bereaved my Government tenders its sincerest 
sympathy. 


Recognition has been given Alberta men and women in the 
Armed Forces for outstanding valour. Their courage and 
devotion to duty have brought distinction to our Province. 


In order that Active Servicemen from this Province, especially 
those serving Overseas, may have an active voice in this 
Assembly, my Government arranged during the past year for the 
election of three representatives from the Armed Forces. Legis- 
lation to validate this action will be submitted for your approval. 


My Government will continue to give its full support to the 
Government of Canada in the national war effort, giving every 
_ possible co-operation and assistance in all practicable measures 

designed to hasten a victorious peace. While recognizing that our 
first duty is the winning of the war, we must also address our- 
selves with vigour to the tasks which confront us, in making 
adequate preparation for the approaching Post-War period. 


In the field of Agriculture, my Government proposes to 
implement further progressive measures designed to assist in 
stabilizing Agriculture at a level which will assure a greater 
measure of security to the farm population. The Dominion- 
Provincial Farm Labour Agreement will be renewed to provide 
a service to recruit, transport, and place upon farms such farm. 
labour as may become available. To assist farmers in securing 
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practical up-to-date information to be applied in the solution of 
their problems, the District Agriculturist Service will be ex- 
panded. As a supplement to this service, it is proposed to set up 
in each enlarged Municipality, an Agricultural Service Board. 
Believing that the welfare of rural people is determined, to a 
large extent, by adequate knowledge of farming, my Government 
proposes to expand the vocational training in Agriculture given 
at the Agricultural Schools. New Irrigation Projects are being 
developed in Southern Alberta in co-operation with The Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Act in order that the waters available may 
be utilized in promoting more satisfactory returns from districts 
in Southern Alberta. Because of the geological structure of a 
large section of the Peace River area, it is almost impossible to 
obtain suitable water for live stock from wells. To aid farmers in 
meeting this problem, my Government is planning to give assist- — 
ance for the construction of dams and dugouts in that district. 


In the field of Public Health, my Government proposes to 
extend its programme of full-time preventative health services, 
through the organization of additional health units during the 
coming year, providing personnel with the necessary training in 
public health work can be obtained. 


Amendments to The Solemnization of Marriage Act, under 
which provision will be made for pre-marital blood tests, will be 
submitted for your consideration. It is also proposed to introduce 
Legislation giving authority to Municipalities to require pasteuri- 
zation of milk supplies, after having submitted a plebiscite on this 
matter to the residents. 


My Government is continuing the study of the health needs 
of the Province, and the progressive development of a Post-War 
Public Health programme, having as its objective, the extension 
of existing health services and the organizations of new health 
services with a view to making available throughout the Province 
a complete preventative Public Health programme. With the 
implementation of this programme, Alberta will continue in its 
position of leadership in the field of public health in Canada. 


In the field of Public Welfare it is the intention of my Govern- 
ment to introduce Legislation dealing with the care of the aged 
and infirm, and also Legislation providing more effective means 
of dealing with the problem of Juvenile offenders. 


The Veterans’ Welfare and Advisory Commission will 
continue its efforts on behalf of discharged service personnel, to 
ensure that they are afforded fullest benefits. Every assistance 
will be provided to Veterans, generally, to aid them in becoming 
fully re-established in Civilian life. 


My Government has undertaken to provide Alberta War 
Veterans, desirous of establishing themselves on farms, with half- 
section units of suitable Crown Lands to which they will be 
granted clear title without charge. To enable such Veterans to 
become established free from debt, my Government is negotiating 
with the Federal Government, in an endeavour to obtain for such 
Veterans cash grants, at least equivalent to those provided under 
The Veterans’ Land Act. Efforts, also, are being made to obtain 
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Federal participation on an equal basis with the Province, in 
meeting the cost of clearing and breaking a minimum of forty 
acres on each half-section unit. 


Legislation designed to effect a more equitable distribution of 
Provincial aid for Education, will be submitted for your consid- 
eration, including proposals for a further material increase in 
school grants. 


An agreement has been entered into with the University of 
Alberta, whereby its Faculty of Education will, henceforth, carry 
on the entire programme of teacher training, subject to control of 
policy by the Minister of Education. In this way students will 
receive full credit for the time so spent towards a University 
degree. 


Policy of paying graduated bonuses to teachers accepting 
schools in outlying or isolated areas as a supplement to the salary 
schedule will be continued. 


My Government is co-operating fully with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in the provision of both Academic and Vocational courses 
in the Rehabilitation programme for those returning from His 
Majesty’s Forces. 


It is the intention of my Government to give substantial assist- 
ance in the organization of composite High Schools. New courses 
will be provided in these schools and existing courses adapted to 
meet the needs of the Community. It is expected that these 
schools will provide a more diversified programme for all pupils 
and go far towards establishing equality of opportunity. 


In the field of Public Works, my Government intends to 
undertake this year the hard surfacing of certain sections of the 
main highways, as well as the extension of the Provincial system 
of main and secondary gravelled highways, which involves the 
construction of several steel bridges, and many wooden bridges. 
The extent to which this programme can be carried out will 
depend on available manpower and equipment. 


Provision also will be made in the estimates for assistance to 
Municipalities and Improvements Districts for the construction 
of market roads. 


The growing importance to Alberta of Northern mineral 
development, makes it imperative that improved transportation 
facilities be provided immediately. My Government intends to 
complete the Grimshaw highway to the fringe of settlement, and 
will endeavour to negotiate a joint agreement with the Dominion 
Government for the completion of a standard gravelled road to 
Great Slave Lake. 


The growing importance of air-borne travel and traffic, and 
the strategic advantages which Alberta enjoys, makes it import- 
ant that we take advantage of every opportunity to promote the 
development of this rapidly growing means of transportation. 


My Government intends to assist and co-operate with Air 
Transportation Companies by providing landing strips, par- 
ticularly, in outlying districts in Northern Alberta where air 
travel is most hazardous. 
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My Government has made arrangements for the construction 
of a Pilot Separation Plant, for the purpose of establishing the 
economic feasibility of extracting oil and asphalt from the 
McMurray Oil Sands, and to enable the Alberta Research Council 
to prosecute vigorously its endeavours to still further improve 
the known processes of commercial extraction. 


In view of the important place coal mining occupies in the 
economic life of Alberta, my Government views with satisfaction 
the establishment of the Royal Commission on Coal. It is to be 
hoped that its investigations and recommendations will result in 
a National Coal Policy which will do full justice to this great 
Canadian resource with which Alberta has been particularly 
blessed. My Government is preparing a comprehensive Brief 
dealing with all important aspects of the coal industry for sub- 
mission to the Royal Commission. 


During this Session you will be asked to consider Legislation 
which will place a tax on freehold mineral rights throughout the 
Province. It is hoped that by means of such Legislation it will be 
possible for my Government to collect revenue from a national 
resource which was alienated prior to the transfer of the natural 
resources in 19380. 


You will also be asked to consider a tax on unearned increment 
which acerues to a lessee when he assigns any Government lease. 


To extend the principle of the universal franchise to the 
smallest practicable unit in Municipal adminstration, my Govern- 
ment proposes to introduce necessary amending Legislation. 


Owing to the failure of lending institutions to make available 
loans within Alberta under the National Housing Act, my Govern- 
ment has carried on negotiations with Municipalities for the 
purpose of establishing a Provincial Home Building Association, 
as a practical step towards meeting the housing needs within the 
Province. Legislation relative to this proposal will be submitted 
for your consideration early in the Session in order to enable the 
Association to prepare for early Spring operations. 


In the sphere of labour legislation, my Government will 
continue its policy of jealously safeguarding the just rights and 
interests of both employers and employees, and in using all effec- _ 
tive means to promote and maintain the highest possible standard 
of employer-employee relationships. 


Under Legislation approved at the last Session an Apprentice- 
ship Board has been established for the purpose of promoting and 
fostering plans for training youth of the Province. Special atten- 
tion will be given to such training as may be required in estab- 
lishing in satisfactory industrial occupations, returning men and 
women who have been engaged in the Military service of their 
country. 


In the field of Post-War Reconstruction, my Government 
believes that it is in the public interest to establish a Department 
of Government to deal directly with the problems of Post-War 
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Rehabilitation, and the future economic development of our 
Province. Accordingly an Act will be introduced during this 
Session establishing a Department of Economic Affairs. 


During the Session the Alberta Post-War Reconstruction 
Committee will present its final report to the Legislature, and 
will make known the results of its exhaustive Province-wide 
survey, conducted for the purpose of obtaining reliable and 
authentic information essential to adequate preparation for the 
Post-War period. 


During the coming season, my Government, through the 
Alberta Power Commission, will undertake further surveys of 
power resources and developments within the Province, with the 
ultimate objective of assuring rural electrification to the largest 
possible number of our farm communities. 


Recognizing the importance of encouraging and assisting in 
the maximum Post-War Industrial Development, my Government 
proposes to establish an Industrial Development Board for this 
purpose. 


Effective steps also will be taken to assure that Alberta will 
benefit to the greatest possible extent from Post-War tourist 
trade. 


My Government proposes to pursue with unrelenting vigour, 
its efforts to bring about those essential reforms in our monetary 
system which are fundamental to a satisfactory Post-War 
economy, and to a secure and adequate standard of living for 
all our people. To enable the citizens of Alberta to obtain an 
ever-increasing measure of control over their own credit re- 
sources, and progressively to free themselves from dependence 
upon financial institutions whose policies are determined and 
controlled from sources outside the Province, my Government 
proposes to further extend the services of the Provincial Treas- 
ury Branches in keeping with the growing public demand for 
these facilities. 


My Government has continued its efforts to work out a 
satisfactory programme for the refunding and ultimate retire- 
ment of the Public Debt of the Province, in a manner fair and 
equitable both to the bondholders and to the citizens of the 
Province generally. During this Session you will be asked to 
consider proposals designed to bring this matter to a successful 
conclusion. 


The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid 
before you and the Estimates for the ensuing year will be pre- 
sented for your consideration and approval. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session in full confi- 
dence that your deliberations, under Divine Guidance, will be in 
the best interests of the Province.

His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


SPECIAL SESSION—1945 
Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY : 


I take pleasure in welcoming you to the Second Session of 
the Tenth Legislative Assembly. 


Since your last Session the Province of Alberta has been 
honoured by the visit of His Excellency the Earl of Athlone, the 
Governor General of Canada, and the Princess Alice. The warm 
and enthusiastic welcome accorded His Excellency and Her Royal 
Highness was a clear indication of the high regard and admira- 
tion of the citizens of our Province towards our distinguished 
visitors. It is with regret that we learn that Their Excellencies 
may be leaving Canada this year. 


Since the last Session of the Legislature my Government 
has continued its efforts in co-operation with the Dominion 
Government and representatives of the Alberta bondholders, 
to work out a satisfactory programme for the refunding of the 
Public Debt of the Province. These efforts have proved success- 
ful and the necessary legislation to implement the final refunding 
proposals will be submitted for your consideration. 


As this is a special Session of the Legislature only such 
other legislation that is of a particularly urgent nature will be 
submitted for your attention. , 
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I will leave you now with confidence that you will faithfully 
discharge your duties and responsibilities with wisdom and 
dispatch, praying that the Divine Providence will guide and bless 
your work. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly.
